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Just bang your way over rocks and don’t get caught on the biggies.

Technique 


A few general tips 

Even without the really vicious 
obstacles most enduros feature at 
several points along the route, riding 
an endurance run is a challenge far 
different from a trail ride on which 
you can choose your trails, take short- 
cuts to your destination and proceed at 
a fairly leisurely pace. In an enduro 
you're under pressure — the pressure 
of a time schedule that makes riding 
skill an important factor in your 
success or lack of it. 

It's obvious the only way you're 
going to get this skill is through 
experience, your own and that of other 
riders who have mastered the 
techniques already. Intimate 
familiarity with your motorcycle and 
all its handling and performance 
characteristics with you on board is a 
vital first step in riding strange terrain 
with confidence. Then you're ready to 
listen to the advice of others on how to 
make time in the easier sections and 
get through the tough ones. 


Most important for a novice enduro 
rider to remember is. that even if the 
run is fairly easy, you have a lot of 
miles to ride and you'll get tired. Keep 
your feet on the pegs. You'll save 
energy and go lots faster. Shift your 
weight on the bike for balance, and if 


‘there are stumps or rocks along the 


trail put your toes on the pegs to 
protect them from serious injury. All 
along the trail you've got to 
concentrate on what's immediately 
ahead, whether it’s a turn or danger 
arrow or a fallen rider or traffic jam at 
an obstacle. Be prep: ared for uick 
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evasive action to avoid a crash, yet try 
to keep moving as close to schedule as 
you can without taking ridiculous 
chances. Remember, it’s not a race. 
The riders ahead of you may be on 
earlier minutes and are having just as 
tough a time as you maintaining the 
average speed, But if you know they're 
riding slower than you are, and you 
need to make up time, pass them 
where you can. Use surprise and if 
necessary a loud voice to clear the way, 
or if that doesn't work too well, pull up 
close behind and rev your engine with 
the clutch disengaged. If a faster rider 
is behind you, signal with a hand or 
foot which side you're pulling over to, 
and then let him by when there's 
room. i 

If its dusty, or your visibility is 
reduced in any way by rain, fog, snow, 
glare, darkness or dirty goggles, leave 
enough room ahead of you so you have 
time to react to sudden hazards. And 
take time to think when you come to 
tough obstacles, don’t just follow the 
pack blindly into^a -swamp or get 
blocked by stalled riders halfway up a 
steep hill. A few seconds of analyzing 
the situation may save you many 
minutes. 


Sand 


Learning to ride in sand is like 
learning to win — once you discover 
how to stay afloat you wonder whyyit 
scared you so much at first. There is 
only one way to ride loose sand 
successfully — ride it fast with your 
weight shifted to the rear of the bike so 
the front wheel is light. This way you 
float near the surface and the

gyroscopic effect of the wheels 
spinning rapidly stabilizes your bike 
and helps it through deep ruts and 
other uneven places. 

Going very slow is the worst thing 
you can do. It's hard to stay upright, 
and if it’s a long stretch you'll 
overwork your engine because you'll 
need a lower gear to keep moving. 
Small bikes, particularly, have a tough 
time in sand at slow speed. Even on a 
fairly easy grade they can bog down 
and get stuck. 

So if the way is clear, the secret is to 
shift your weight to the rear and crank 
it on! If there are whoopdies, those 
giant waves of sand formed by 
bouncing motorcycles and increased in 
size by every passing machine, try to 
avoid them by getting off to the side 
where they aren't as big or haven't 
formed yet. You'll make better time 
and probably lessen the chance of a 
spill. No room to get by them? Stand 
up for better control and to absorb 
some of the impact with your legs, and 
gas it. In turns, look for something to 
use as a berm, but if you don’t find it 
remember your tires will make a small 
one of their own if the sand is soft. 


Mud and snow 

Both these surfaces have something 
in common — they're usually slippery 
and unpredictable, and you never 
know what's hiding underneath, 
maybe a small log angling across the 
trail, or a rock or hole just waiting to 
throw you off balance. Both are very 
tiring to ride in for very long. 

Wet clay and clay loam are the 
worst; they'll dump you without 
warning, even on a fairly open, level 
stretch. If you need to use your feet to 
keep from falling, get forward on the 
gas tank so the front end doesn’t wash 
out as easily, and it’s easier to catch 
yourself. On a straight section if the 
rear of your bike starts to swing out to 
one side, you can usually straighten it 
easily by dragging the toe of your boot 
on the opposite side and giving it gas. 
Yet you can't ride for long with your 
feet out for balance or footing because 
you'll get too „tired. „So pan (the 
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temptation to leg it — your bike's 
stability will get worse, and before 
long you'll be running more than 
you're riding. 

On a rutted, muddy trail or two- 
track, keep some speed up for 
stability. It's hard to keep from falling 
while riding a rut at five mph or so. If 
the edge of the trail is wide enough 
and is more firm, trying riding there. 
Or use the high ground in the middle 
of a two-track if it’s not too bumpy or 
filled with protruding boulders. But 
watch out that one wheel doesn’t slip 
int the rut on one side. The other 
wheel may go the opposite way, a hairy 
situation anytime it happens. 

À layer of mud on top of solid rock, 


‘like during the spring thaw in the 


Appalachians, won't have as many 
ruts, but it’s just as slick. A lot more 
footing it and bouncing around is 
required just to keep moving forward. 

If you're not a hard-core rider, and 
you enter for fun, you probably won't 
ever encounter snow at an event unless 
you practically seek it out, because you 
put your bike away for the winter or 
ride where it's warmer. But if you do 
you can be sure of slipping and sliding, 
some surprises and some falling. Snow ' 
hides lots of things that make riding 
difficult — ice, for instance, or ruts 
and holes or sizeable rocks. If the trail 
has already been opened up by bikes 
ahead of you these hazards will be 
more visible, but if you decide to go 
around one you'll be breaking a new 
trail and you don’t know what's 
underneath. You've just got to be 
prepared for anything. 


River crossings 

When you come to a river or other 
fairly deep water crossing, stop and 
look it over for a few seconds, and if 
there’s a rider right ahead of you see 
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Jim Fortune shows fine form in his ‘75 Burr Oak-winning ride. 


how he does. If he gets stuck, maybe 
you'd better pick a different way 
across, or walk the bottom first to 
check it out, There may be both deep 
and shallow spots, especially if a lot of 
riders have been there before you and 
had trouble making it. Look for the 
shallowest path that’s free of large 
rocks, then ride in slow, keep moving, 
and go out the opposite bank fast. Use 
your feet to steady yourself so you 
don't fall if you hit a slippery rock or 
log that’s submerged. It’s better to get 
your feet wet than to dump yourself 
and your motorcycle completely into 
the water. Not only will you be soggy 
for the rest of the ride, but your bike 
might not even restart. If the 
riverbank is high, use a wheelie or 
throw the bike up. Just don’t drop it 
back in the water. 

Not all water crossings are difficult. 
If it’s shallow and sandy just bomb 
across. If it’s deeper with a hard, fairly 
even bottom, keep your speed 
moderate so you stay under control 
and don’t drown the engine with 
unnecessary splashing. Once you're 
out of the water and clear of the bank, 
test your brakes before you really need 
them. If they don’t work too well, hold 
them on slightly as you ride so the 
. friction will heat them up and dry 
them out. 


Swamps 

If you get stuck in a swamp you can 
expect to take a lot of time and energy 
getting out of the mire and onto 
comparatively dry ground. So you 
should do everything possible to keep 
this from happening. 

What should you do when you 
arrive at a swamp and find it filled 
with bikes and riders? The most logical 
and often neglected solution is to go 
around the darned thing. It’s not 
always possible, but if you look hard 
enough you'll often find a way, maybe 
100 yards to either side or maybe as far 
as a half mile. But if the swamp is big 
and bad it’s worth the extra distance 
and time to keep from getting stuck. 
If there’s no obvious way around, 
walk in and test the bottom first, then 









hop back on your bike and take the 
most solid track you were able to find, 
perhaps where twigs and grass will 
support you better. Use second gear 
and as much speed as possible. Avoid 
any ruts leading to stuck riders, and 
zig-zag your way across the ruts 
to keep from getting too deep. Use 110 
percent of your ability and strength to 
get out, immediately! 

If you do get stuck, try to lift or drag 
your bike, one end at a time, to 
slightly firmer bottom out of the rut 
you've dug. Then restart the engine 
and walk or run it out. Sometimes 
suction on the wheels makes even this 
method of escape impossible until the 
mud is dug away first. Be careful you 
don't dump your bike on the exhaust 
pipe side while the engine is off and 
you're trying to dig it free. Water may 
go right through the pipe and into the 
cylinder, ending your day of fun. 


Logs, branches and pipes 

One log or branch at a time is usally 
easy to cross unless it’s pretty big. Just 
hit it head-on so it won’t throw your 
front wheel to one side, lifting the 
front wheel by gassing it and pulling 
back on the handlebars just as the 
wheel strikes the log. As soon as the 
front wheel is over, let off the throttle 
and back wheel will follow over. Your 
momentum does it. 

When you've got several logs and 
branches together, or an endless 
supply of them in an area-of clear-cut 
logging, crossing these obstacles gets 
rougher because it’s not easy to hit them 
all square, and you cannot usually find 
a way around like you might with only 
one log at a time. You still try to hit 
them head-on, though, even if it 
means turning the front wheel for 
another log even before the rear wheel 
has gone over the first. If it’s wet you 
can expect to fall a lot because the 
bark gets skinned off by the early 
bikes, and the bare wood gets like 
grease. It’s best to ride the wet ones 


sitting down so you can catch yourself / 


with your legs before you wipé out. 
Steel pipe laid on the ground or 
partially buried is similar to a log

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without its bark — it's slick when wet. 
You ride it the same way, and if it’s too 
big to ride over you've got to drag your 
bike across unless you're lucky enough 
to find a way around. 

With logs or pipe always slow down 
as you approach, shift to a lower gear 
and try to keep moving so you don’t 
lose your momentum, If the rear wheel 
doesn’t make it you'll have to drag it 
the rest of the way over. 


Rocks 

Especially if they're wet and are on a 
slope, rocky sections, too, require 
momentum to be ridden successfully. 
You'll find the best way is to keep your 
bike moving steadily and just bang 
and bounce along trying to avoid the 
big ones. Take it easy on the throttle if 
they're covered with mud. Use low 
gear if there are a lot of boulders so 
you can pick your way more easily. 
Watch out for paths that may hang 
you up between two big rocks. The 
way will be smoother where the erosion 
is least, so if the edges of a rock gully 
are clear of big obstructions that may 
be the easiest route. 

Hills 

Hills not covered with rocks or other 
obstructions, but fairly long and steep, 
mean only one thing to an enduro 
rider — gas it as soon as possible, and 
don't let the engine stall or your 
forward motion cease, even if you have 
to leg it over the crest. 

If you have a run at it at the bottom, 
use it. Go in as fast as you can, prefer- 
ably in one of the higher gears so you 
have several lower ones to drop down 
to if you need them. Novices might be 
in second or third as they start up the 
grade, especially if they're riding a 
small-bore bike, and may have to shift 
down to first before they reach the top 
if the hill is quite steep. More 
experienced riders and those on more 
powerful motorcycles will ride faster 
and in a higher gear right off and may 
make it to the top without shifting at 
all. If traction seems to be a problem, 
and bikes ahead of you are spinning 
their rear wheels and stalling before 
reaching the top, use your enduro 
sense and look for a better route. Just 
don’t miss a check. Sometimes you can 
ride right past all the stalled bikes if 
you take the edge of the main worn- 
out slope where there are still grass 
and roots to give you a good traction 
and keep you from digging into the 
soft soil. Or look for a way to traverse 
the hill on an angle or in a series of zig- 
zags, the grade won't be as steep. 
Going uphill over rocks where you 
ave. to, run.at.them to make,it with.an. 


enduro bike takes lots of throttle 
control as you ease up, then accelerate 
over the biggest boulders. If you stall 
or fall off balance before you reach the 
top there's usually nothing to do but 
get off and walk beside your machine 
the rest of the way, since alternate 
routes from that point will probably be 
hard to find. 

For steep downgrades on rock, use 
low gear and let gravity do most of the 
work. Grip the bars firmly, 
concentrate on the path you're going 
to take, and control your speed more 
with light use of brakes and clutch, or 
compression release if your bike has 
one, than with the throttle. Keep your 
feet on the pegs as much as possible, 
using them for balance only when you 
really need them. 

If the downgrade is sandy, or even 
worse the deep, loose silt found in the 
West, on steep drops you may not be 
able to control your speed by normal 
methods. Watch what the riders ahead 
are doing. If they're falling, flipping 
or ending up off the trail, there’s a 
good chance you'll be better off with 
your engine dead. You don’t think you 
can ride it down? Then get off and 
bulldog it to the bottom. Either way, 
stay off the front brake and let the 
locked back wheel provide the drag 
that slows you and keeps you from 
getting crosswise to the slope. Use the 
clutch or compression release to let the 
rear wheel rotate if you need to. By not 
using the front brake, and by keeping 
your weight to the rear, if you're riding 
the bike, the front wheel won't plow, 
and it'll be easier to keep straight. 


Tight going in the trees 


Woods riding, on the tight, 
seemingly endless and often virgin 
trails usually part of enduros in the 
eastern half of the U.S., is where the 
expert riders really move, while the 
novices struggle to keep from houring 
out. To maintain 24 mph through the 
trees it's necessary to ride all-out all 
the time. 


In national enduros, particularly, 
there may never have been a trail in 
the woods at all until the arrows were 
tacked up and the first riders picked 
their way through the best way they 
could find. Eventually, a favored trail 
develops that’s pretty easy to follow, 
but still rough to ride at anything close 
to the average for that section of the 
run. Some of the trees may be closer 
together than the width of your 
handlebars, or seem so. Bumps 
develop as roots and rocks are exposed 
by hundreds of knobby tires. Low 


«branches, hit«you in the, face, «and .

stumps and more rocks hide in the 
undergrowth alongside the trail. All 
this tends to slow you down and wear 
you out — until you get the rhythm of 
riding in the trees. Much like slalom 
skiing, you don't take one turn at a 
time but a series of turns, one after the 
other. When you finish one you're in 
position for the next. 

An essential part of this rhythm is 
the way you go between trees about the 
width of your bars, or a little closer. 
The technique is to aim for one or the 
other as you approach, then turn 
between them at the last instant. By 
being tilted on an angle your 
motorcycle fits through with a little 
room to spare. The width of your 
handlebars is important. Jack Penton’s 
normal enduro bars, for instance, are 
33 inches wide, but he uses bars as 
narrow as 28 inches for enduros in 
New Jersey where going is the tightest. 
In places with both deep sand and 
woods, like Michigan, you should have 
bars 31 or 32 inches wide so you have 
control in the sand and yet your bike 
will fit between the trees. 

Also contributing to the rhythm 
that gives you speed in the woods is the 
selection of gears you're in and the 
smooth use of brakes and shifting. 
Here’s where a bike with low-end 
power and quick handling really 
shines because you won't always have 
to shift gears to keep up speed, and it 
will turn easily between the trees on 
the twistiest trail. 

Other obstacles 

There are a lot of other hazards 
you'll encounter occasionally in 
enduro riding that you should be 
prepared for. Low branches or half- 
fallen trees across the trail are not too 
difficult to ride under if they are high 
enough, but watch out for logs or 
rocks that might bounce your front 
wheel up at just the wrong time. If the 
clearance is too low, ride around if you 
can, or walk or drag your bike under. 
Watch out for cross-ditches on the 
trail. Small ones you can get over by 
gassing it suddenly to lighten your 
front wheel so it hits the top of the 
other side. Your rear wheel will drop 
down and hit harder, but if your 
weight is back and you're standing up 
you'll still be under control. Bigger 
gullys must be approached slowly. 
Drop down in and then gas it up to get 
up the opposite bank. 

What about railroad tracks and 
wooden bridges? If you have no choice 
but to ride between the rails, keep up a 
speed of 35-40 mph and watch out for 
crossings and switches. This speed 


. Keeps-your bike right ‘on‘top‘of thei ties. 
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and smooths the ride. Log or plank 
bridges should be ridden slowly and 
carefully, especially if it’s been 
raining. Try to stay vertical, like you , 
would on ice, so your wheels don’t slide 
out and slam you and your bike down 
hard before you've had a chance to 
react. 


Making up time 

The job of fast riding on a fire road 
or two-track is a welcome relief after 
the slow, - hard going that 
predominates in many enduros. It's a 
chance to cool off and to rest and ride 
fast at the same time. And to try to 
pick up some of the minutes you've lost 
and get back on schedule. 

The danger is when you go too fast 
for the conditions and are not 
prepared for a vehicle going the 
opposite direction. Sixty is too fast on 
a twisting two-track or dirt road when 
there’s a chance you'll meet someone 
head-on or come to an intersection 
with another road around a blind 
corner. And even if you don’t meet 
anyone you can still overcook a turn 
and waste a lot of time straightening 
out yourself and your motorcycle. 

Besides, look how futile speeding in 
an enduro really is, either on a back 
road or on pavement, as shown in this 
example from the New England Trail 
Rider Association: 


“Suppose you are eight minutes late 
when you come out of a tough 
section onto a four-mile stretch of 
good road. At the 24-mph average it 
would take 10 minutes to cover the 
four miles. But it’s a good road so you 
can get around 50 and find your 
average at the end is 48 mph, double 
the schedule. You’ve covered the four 
miles in five minutes, regaining five of 
the eight minutes you were behind 
when you came out of the rough. 

“If you'd taken a chance and gone 
60 instead, you would have covered 
the four miles in four minutes, cutting 
just one more minute off your lateness. 
Suppose you'd really let it all hang out 


‘and gone 70. By taking this big a 


chance, and even breaking the law 
flagrantly if you were on a public 
road, you reach the end of the four- 
mile section in 3.5 minutes, a saving of 
only 30 more seconds than at 60 and 
1% minutes over what you did at 48. 
All the extra danger isn’t worth it.” 
What you really want to do is keep a 
nice, comfortably fast pace, staying on 
your own side as you swing around the 
bends, anticipating the worst and 
enjoying the freedom of a fast ride 
without the risk of disaster. e

Gibson, Staten, 
Myerscough win 
at SSM MX

ORANGE, CA, DEC. 30 

A large turnout of Pro riders 
brought the year to an exciting 
finish with some of the closest 
racing ever seen at Saturday 
Saddleback Motocross. 


Leading off the day's races were the 
Open Pro riders headed by Maico- 
mounted Jeff Jennings and Jim Gibson 
riding Scott Gillman’s spare big bore 
machine. Jennings quickly jumped to 
the lead at the start of the first moto 
with Gibson close behind. Husky rider 
Goat Breker followed in third and Tim 
Tolar put his Suzuki into fourth. On 
the third lap Jennings bobbled and lost 
four places before recovering. Gibson 
inherited first and Breker stayed hot 


on his rear fender hoping for a chance 
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to pass. Jennings got around Tolar and 
set off after Breker and Gibson, who 
by this time had opened up some 
breathing room on the pack. Halway 
through the moto Gibson and Breker 
tangled and fell, letting Jennings 
regain the lead. Gibson held onto 
second but Breker re-entered the track 
down a lap. Jennings went on to finish 
first ahead of Gibson and Tolar. 

Moto two was an all Jennings and 
Gibson show. as the two riders pulled 
far ahead of the pack while fiercely 
battling each other. Gibson pulled the 
holeshot and Jennings glued himself to 
the Suzuki’s fender. On the 10th lap 
Jennings grabbed the lead only to lose 
it again on the next lap as Gibson 
showed ‘why he’s such a promising 
young rider — determination. With 
just three laps remaining Gibson 
twisted an already injured ankle 
allowing Jennings to take the lead once 
more. Then, incredibly, the big bore 
Maico ran dry of gas leaving Jennings 
with a long push back to the pits. 
Gibson went on to take the checkered 
flag and claim the overall victory. Bob 
Marino was next to cross the finish line 
aboard his 400 Yamaha and with a 
fourth place finish in the first race 
Marino took home the second overall 
money. Keith Dysert (Hus) finished 
third overall with a 6-3 score. 

Pre-race favorites in the.250cc Pro 
class were Team Suzuki's Scott 
Gillman and Team Yamaha's “Rocket 
Rex” Staten. It didn’t take long to see 
why these boys are factory riders as 
they quickly motored away from the 
rest of the field with Staten taking the 


lead position. Gillman tried, lap after ° 


lap, to pass Staten by taking radical 
lines through all the turns but Staten’s 
experience from the Nationals showed 
as he effectively blocked each attempt. 
Finally Gillman passed Staten in mid 
air off a jump, flying nearly over the 
Yamaha rider and then proceeded to 
run away with the win opening up a 
20-second lead by the finish. Staten 
was second and third went to Mark 
Lawrence on a Yamaha. 


Gillman. pulled the holeshot in the 
second moto, followed by Staten and 
David Taylor riding a Yamaha. 
Gillman was riding with incredible 
smoothness as he began pulling away 
from Staten at almost three seconds a 
lap. Then suddenly, halfway through 
the moto, Gillman went into ‘some 
deep ruts at high speed, got out of 
shape, did four tank slappers and 
unloaded. Gillman remounted quickly 
but retired wisely with a sticking 
throttle and badly bruised shoulder. 
With Gillman out, Staten easily 
cruised to the win and overall victory. 
Second overall went to Mark Lawrence 
with a 3-2 score and David Taylor was 
third, 4-3. 

Suzuki rider Brian Myerscough held 
off the charges of Team Kawasaki's 
Jeff Ward to win the 125cc Pro class. 
Ward finished second and third went o

Sand Hill Ranch 
ends season New 
Year’s Eve style

BRENTWOOD, CA, DEC. 31 
Ending the season on New Year's 
Eve Day has to be a highlight of 
sorts. At the end of the day it’s 
time to party hearty and welcome 
in the New Year just as the old season 
ends. Such is the life of motorcycle 
racers in northern California and just 
one reason why so many great racers 
come out of this area. 

Dick “Bugs” Mann was the highlight 
of the day’s racing activities on a super 
trick, traction-plus track -that's the 
best in the west in the winter. The 
more rain, the better the sandy track 
gets and, despite not having rained for 
four days, it wasn’t the least bit dusty. 

Combining the Old Timers and 
Veterans pitted Vet Expert Bob 
Collins against the two time former 
National champ Mann, and along 
with J.D. Pilkington, the three put on 
a show right from the gate. Collins 
took the early lead on a Maico with 
Pilkington right behind on the Sonny 
Kenyon Maico. Mann and his very 
trick DR 370cc Suzuki, much 
modified, worked through and around 
the pack and by the % lap mark he 
was banging on the rear wheels of the 
two veterans. One whoop on this lap 
made a big difference as one 
particularly sandy turn caught a peg 
and dumped the most formidable 
Veteran rider in the country. Bugs 
remounted and within one lap was 
once again riding the bumper side of 
Collins, The Suzuki four-stroke had no 
lack of power to the big red machine 
and with the likes of the rider, it was 
only a matter of time before the man 
would make his move and pass. 

Collins, no slouch himself, held the 
point well and, despite the pushing 
and passing in traffic, held off the 
challenge until the white flag lap. As 
they descended the big hill just before 
the checkered Bugs made a charge as 
they drove for the checkered with one 
last bump jump in the path. 

Mann set up a wide pass line as they 
closed in on the two foot high whoop 
and made the pass stick as Collins back 
off to set up for the jump. Mann set 
the line from outside to inside and 
backed off as he hit the bottom. But in 
his own words, “I knew that if I shut 
off right at the top of the jump I would 
collect Collins and we both would have 
trouble, so 1‘kept the gas on to clear

his way and hoped for the best, but it 
didn’t work.” The result was exploding 
haybales and a crash by Mann alone 
with Collins the winner. Bugs 
remounted to take second, but still 
won the OT class. 

The 250cc Experts were diminished 
by one at the very first lap as Dan 
Castlehano on the Fremont Yamaha 
crashed and tore part of one of his 
fingers off. Joey Schlag won both of 
the motos for the overall, while Bill 
Johnson on the Hayward Yamaha had 
a 3-2 for second overall to East Bay 
Honda's Chris Grewer’s 2-3, Another 
thrill a minute. 

Johnson hroke free on the first lap of 
the second moto along with Grewer, 
Jerry Eide and Gary Johnson after 
SoCal rider Mike Shaw spun a crank 
on his Husky on the second turn. 
Young Gary crashed soon after, and 
bent his bars, while Johnson opened 
up a little bit of a lead over Grewer 
and Schlag got to rolling after a poor 
start. In just three laps, Schlag was 
pushing his way around Johnson who 
was having a little rear wheel problem. 
Schlag’s Maico opened up a goodly 
portion over Johnson, Grewer and Jim 
Zack took over the fourth as Schlag 
started to slow. 


The last three laps got to be tight'as 
Schlag’s engine was obviously 
tightening up. He would have to shift 
going up any sort of incline which 
allowed Johnson to close up the gap; 
but not sufficiently enough to make a 
pass stick. Despite being right on his 
tail on the last three turns, the second 
to last turn is a fast downhill and that 
was all young Schlagg needed to take 
the pair of motos and a good overall 
win. 

Troy Barazoto had one bad moment 
in the first round of Minis that put him 
in third and Bill Moseman took the 
overall for the 100cc class while Steve 
Machado out tallied Bob Sisco for the 
80cc class win.

SAN FRANCISCO, CA, JAN. 1 

The history of the New Year’s 
Day Race, or the “Hangover 
Hare Scrambles” as it has been 
called by a few bleary eyed par- 
ticipants, goes back at least into the 
50s. In those days, a loosely knit group 
of “outlaws” would meet at a pre- 
determined spot and then go to a 
undisclosed location (often at the 
whim of whoever left first) and throw 
the flag on what was to become the 
annual tradition of a shake-out-the- 
cobwebs ride, which is an excellent 
way to bring in the New Year. 

Many times the trails used were in 
some unconventional places. The 
riders were not above a blitz over San 
Bruno Mountain, or a borderline ride 
through Golden Gate Park, just one or 
two gears ahead of “The Man.” Some , 
notables of those yesteryear jaunts 
were Dick Mann, Frank Pusich, Bob 
Keys, Herb Allgrove, Bryon 
Farnsworth, Bill O'Brian and Jack 
Shields. 

Many of the race courses of the past 
are now gone, victims of housing 
developments or cyclone fences. Much 
of the land left in this county is 
privately owned, jealously guarded, 
and only for the young or very stout- 
hearted to use. 

Despite the population explosion 
and modern technology of the law, (in 
the form of a $100 per hour sheriff's 
helicopter that has little more to do 
than burn up the taxpayer's money 
chasing two-wheeled “trespassers”) the 
event that all but died out in the 60s 
has returned with a new twist. 

Energetic lawyer Dan Clapp 
decided to gather many of the Bay 
Area motorcyclists together on Jan. 1 
to discuss first amendement rights like 
freedom of speech, right of assembly, 
and so forth. Other topics included 
one’s own responsibility to others in 
terms of how he handles himself and 
his machine, right down to the basics 
of taking out more garbage than you 
bring in when cleaning up the area. 

Along with people like Mark 
Brelsford, Jim Rice, Mike Van Linden 
and brother Jim, Dan Clapp has laid 
out some extremely nice “parade” 
courses on which riders can circulate 
for a half-hour with the opportunity to 
stand up and be counted, or sit down 
and slide sideways, or whatever else 
you like to.do on a motorcycle. 

This year’s man of the hour was 
Suzuki mounted Neil Snarr who was 
first across the finish line. There were 
a host of others up near the front, 
including today’s host Rich Voss, who 
was gassing it in close formation with 
last year’s winner Pat Brown. Stylish 
Rick Hocking was leading the parade 
until he had a confrontation with 
another rider over ground space and 
took to the air. 

Gary Vanderpool, along with Mike 
Linden on a stock TT 500, deserves 
special mention for their outrageous 
wheelstands up the front straightaway 
and into the sweeper,’ while John 
Gennai provided the most incredible 
top gear slide this side of Ascot. The 
Iron Man award goes to Jim Moyales 
who was out for a cruise on his smooth 
running, pretty sounding 650 
Triumph-Metisse. bee ied = 
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Dave Wood (361) holds an early lead in 250cc Pro action at Prairie City. 


Mike and Al’s dad, Sonny Kenyon, 
who was there stumping for Louis 
McKey, was the first to drop a 20 
dollar bill in the kitty that would go to 
the Phantom Duck’s Attack Fund. He 
urged others to follow suit with the 
advice that how the Duck rides, so goes 
the rest of the nation. 

This large- and peaceful gathering 
overlooking the San Francisco Bay 
should inspire others in bringing about 
a positive, progressive 1979.

SACRAMENTO, CA, DEC. 31 

For more than a week a dense 
blanket of fog hung over the 
Sacramento Valley. As 350 riders 


converged on Sacramento's Prairie . 


City Off-Highway Vehicle Park it 
looked like it would be more of the 
same. And, for the first three races of 
the day spectators were lucky to see a 
30-yard stretch of the track. clearly. 
Suddenly, midway into the first 125cc 
Pro moto, the sun broke through and 
prevailed for the rest of the racing day. 

Seventy Pro riders showed up for 
No-Name Promotion’s CMC race, and 
it was Larry Wosick, Danny Chandler 
and Jim Lesniewski taking home some 
New Year's eve spending money. 

The 125cc Pros were first off the 
line. Larry Wosick (Suz) and Donnie 
Cantaloupi (Yam) were both wearing 
the number one and combined with 
the fog it was almost impossible to tell 


who was who. Cantaloupi jumped out ~ 


in front early in the moto, with Wosick 
trailing right behind. Cloyse Holland, 


Jr. had rammed his Suzuki to the 


holeshot, but hard-riding Cantaloupi 
flew past him early in the first lap 
while Wosick followed with Michael 
Preston (Suz) hot on his tail. 
Cantaloupi and Wosick, both wearing 
their familiar Moto-X-Fox jerseys, 
battled for the next several laps with 
Cantaloupi eventually gaining a six- 
second lead at the white flag. Preston 
held a solid third for the duration, but 
Holland succumbed to Dana Waxham 
late in the race as Waxham moved to 
fourth. The moto ended with 
Cantaloupi, Wosick, Preston and 
Waxham up front. 

The following moto saw Kent 
Woods (Suz) out front with Wosick 
second. Cantaloupi was sixth but as 
the riders came around the back 
stretch of the track Donnie was 
noticeably absent. By now Wosick had 
closed on Woods and he grabbed the 
lead shortly thereafter. Cantaloupi 
showed up in last place, the victim of a 
flying rock that had jammed his brake 
and caused him a two minute delay. 
The third lap found Wosick in front 
followed by Waxham, Woods and 
Michael Preston. Wosick continued to 
pour it on and took his Suzuki to a first 
place finish and first overall honors for 
the day. Woods pulled in second in the 
moto with Preston third. 

In 250cc Pro action Danny “Magoo” 
Chandler took the overall prize for the 
day: after two hard-riding first place 
finishes. Vacaville's Dave Wood 
powered his Yamaha to the holeshot in 
moto one but Chandler was screaming 
and by the end of the first lap Danny 
had tacked down the lead.’ Wosick 
moved up to second with Antioch's 
Bob Myers (Mai) in third and Wood 
followed in fourth. The foursome held 
their positions for one lap until 
Cantaloupi bumped Wood to take 
fourth. At the finish it was Chandler, 
well out in front, followed by Wosick, 
Myers and Cantaloupi. 

Round. two of the 250cc Pros

Joan Claybrook’s at it again, The 
National Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration leader, in a Jan. 12 
Long Beach Independent-Press Tele- 
gram newspaper report, launched a 
new attack on states (and their motor- 
cyclist population) where helmet laws 
have been repealed. Citing statistics 
from four states (Colorado, Kansas, 
South Dakota and Oklahoma) where 
helmet laws have been repealed and 
head injury rates have increased, Ms. 
Claybrook also stated that the Depart- 
ment of Transportation is urging the 
re-enactment of helmet laws in the 26 
states that have repealed them. They 
are considering the reinstatement of 
federal rules that require states to 
adopt helmet laws or lose up to 10% of 
federal highway money. In reference 
to the Los Angeles area findings that 
more than half the motorcycle 
accidents were caused by other drivers 
who failed to see the motorcyclist, Ms. 
Claybrook said, “Maybe we should 
start a campaign to do away with the 
black leather jackets and get them all 
to wear something yellow.” 


A few statistics Ms. Claybrook 
failed to include in her case are 
that the following states which 
kept their helmet laws suffered 
increases in motorcycle fatalities. 
Ohio and New York, with 
increases of 53 and 56 respectively, 
accounted for 15% of the total 1977 
national increase, according to the 
Oct. 1978 issue of State Legisla- 
tures magazine. In 1977, Georgia, 
Massachusetts, New Jersey and 
West Virginia averaged a 63% 
increase in cycle fatalities over 
their ‘76 figures. And Wyoming 
recorded a 202% (right...202%) 
increase! 


In the Jan. '79 issue of Moneysworth, a 
report on a study by the Michigan 
Highway Safety Research Institute 
indicated that of the 94 automobile 
traffic deaths included in the study, 
more than half were due to head 
injuries!) The report did not 
recommend requiring helmets for 
automobile occupants, “particularly 
in the wake of the legal arguments 
which have resulted from mandatory 
motorcycle helmet laws.” 


NHTSA Administrator Joan Clay- 
brook, according to the Jan. 12 
Valley News newpaper in the San 
Fernando Valley area, has said she 
will send copies of the most recent 
helmet-use/motorcyclist fatality 
studies to all governors, state 
insurance commissioners and 
insurance companies “which may 


want to raise their rates in view of 
. the increased risks.” Perhaps-our - 





congressmen can help “St. Joan of 
‘Claybrook” to an early martyrdom. 
It's certainly worth a letter.

I started racing in 1935 and, with 
the exception of the war years, I rode 
from 1938 to 1955 for the German 
factory Auto Union on their 250 and 
$50cc DKW two-strokes. 

From these years I have a silver 
cigarette case with the engraved 
signatures of about 60 of the most 
well-known European road racers. 
The case was given to me after one of 
my hardest races, a 180-mile plus 
event in Hamburg in 1938, by the 
highest motorsports-Nazi of the time, 
Adolph Huhnlein, with his name 
engraved as the first on the case. 
Certainly I am not proud of the giver 
and his name, for Hitler’s war stopped 
me from racing at my peak. 

I am not able to buy a motorcycle at 
this time, and I think a motorcycle 
would be better for’ me than the 
cigarette case sitting in my glass case. 
The case would be a big treasure for a 
collector, so I am trying to find 
someone who would like the case and 
pay enough for me to buy a used 
motorcycle, about 350cc.

Matthews replies to Wilson/ 
Peters 


I don't regard myself, or-any of the 
other racers, as mutineers for trying to 
improve the sport of motocross. In the 
reply to my letter, little was said about 
how to correct the problems, as if they 
are insurmountable. I don't feel that 
they are. You stated that inflated prices 
have been brought on by ourselves, the 
riders who support you the promoter. 

How can this be so? An out-of-state 
track that only operates four to five 
months out of the year, manages to 
have entries ranging from $2 to $4 
dollars, payback to Pros, free camping, 
riders carrying their own insurance, 
(this keeps your cost down) free food 
and drinks, and of course good track 
preparation and maintenance. All this 
for $2 to $4 when in California, races 
are run year round and we pay three 
times more for less. (See Cycle News 
Nov. 15th, Issue #44, pg. 15.) 

I understand your right to make a 
profit, but this is ridiculous. You claim 
flaggers are very expensive. Anyone 
who has observed the races knows that 
the flaggers are paid $5 a day, or an 
entry fee, and are usually 8 to 12 years 
of age. Flaggers are usually found 
sleeping, leaving early, or too awed at 
a crash to flag properly. Maybe some- 
thing can be learned from. AMA 
District 37. 


I recently attended a motocross that 
D-37 put on at DeAnza. I was amazed 
when I saw competent people 
flagging, with food, drink and lawn 
chairs provided for their use in 
addition to their pay. I also noticed 
that the old, almost-lost spirit of MX 
was still present, both among the 
riders and promoters. 

You also claimed that you have a 
land lease to pay. This is true. But, 
you also lease the land out to clubs for 
grand prix and MX, and what is the 
difference if you race one week, or a 
club the next, especially if you are 
making money off of leasing the land 
to the club? This should make it much 
easier for you to pay your lease. 


You also ran a slight comparison 
of MX to desert. You stated that it is 
much cheaper to operate a desert or 
G.P. race, than for you to operate MX 
on your land. But is it really true? In 


~{~ the above mentioned- types of racing ~ 








there are many additional costs that it 
seems you failed to acknowledge, such 
as at least 1600 Ibs. of lime, who knows 
how many feet of ribbon, sweeping the 
course, gasoline, course preparation 
and maintenance, ambulance, 
insurance, one of a kind trophies, and 
in most cases, no gate fees. Do you also 
realize that the club sponsoring pays 
for all of the above and still manages 
low entry fees? Occasionally this is seen 
in MX, an example being the Bridge- 
stone series, where on the second day 
there was no gate fee for the returning 
runoff winners. 

If other groups and organizations 
can still operate and make a profit, 
and still retain the old spirit of MX, 
why is it so difficult for some of the 
local tracks and promoters to do the 
same? I feel that we all would appre-- 
ciate some suggestions or corrections 
to the existing problems so that this 
sport can continue in the years to 
come.

finals were Moto-X _ Fox's Donnie 
Cantaloupi on a YZ-125F Yamaha in 
the 125cc class, Danny Chandler in the 
250cc class with his factory Maico/Pro- 
Trac Trailers bike, and Team 
Yamaha's Rex Staten with a YZ-400F 
production bike in Open. 

Factory team participation was 
down ‘somewhat from the previous 
week’s series opener at Saddleback, 
but each major factory team with the 
exception of Honda was on hand with 
at least one rider to keep the privateers 
honest in their struggle for fame and 
fortune. Moto-X Fox pulled off the 
top team award this time, with 
Cantaloupi’s 125cc class win, then 
Larry Wosick and Billy Grossi on their

Action could hardly be termed 
dramatic as Donnie Cantaloupi, after 
easily running away with his qualifying 
moto earlier in the day, came back to 
pull the holeshot with his Chuck 
Tannlund-prepped Fox Yamaha and 
run away with the feature race all the 
way to the finish. The week before at 
Saddleback, Donnie experienced a 
smashed expansion chamber on the 
opening lap which had left him out of 
contention and the results. rs 


John O'Mara had tailed Cantaloupi 
off the start in second place, but 
dropped his Suzuki on the second lap 
allowing National Champ Broc Glover 
to take over with his works Yamaha, 
closely pursued by Team Suzuki's 
Brian Myerscough and Kawasaki's Jeff 
Ward. Myerscough was running really 
hot with his RA works bike and blew 
by Broc on the third lap to claim 
second place behind Donnie. At the 
mid-race mark, Brian narrowed 
Donnie’s lead down to some 8 seconds, 
but then Donnie opened it back up to 
take the win by a 30-second margin at 
the finish.

At first it looked as though Kawasaki had made 
a mistake by launching their newest machine — 


Kawasaki 
introduces 
500cc four in 


the Z500 — at the same test session as the top- 
of-the-range Z1300, Z1000ST and Z1000MKIT. 


The sheer engine capacities of 
the mighty threesome would en- 
sure that they received the most 
attention from the 45 or so jour- 


nalists of nine nationalities who were 
attending the press launch in Malta. 

Sure enough, when the bikes arrived 
at Hal Far airstrip, the start of the 10- 
mile test route, everyone crowded 
around the bigger models, particularly 
the Z1300, and the Z500 was 
neglected. 

It wasn’t until the first riders 
returned from their brief spin on the 
7500, and rumors of “It’s even better 
than the Z650,” started to circulate, 
that it began to get the attention it 
deserved. 


The Z500 benefited from sharing 
the stage with these super superbikes, 
for it scored well in all the areas where 
the other three were being criticized, 
chiefly their weight and handling 






The bigger machines were not as 
easy to ride on the slippery, uneven 
surfaces of the Maltese roads and no 
one felt like pushing them to their 
limits. Many journalists admitted 
feeling nervous of handling such 
excessive power for the first time in 
such poor riding conditions. 

Once again, the nippy little 2500 
scored. It had more than enough 
power to satisfy even the most 
experienced rider and on several 
occasions one would whip past an 
apprehensive rider on one of the 
bigger machines. 

Styling is quite new. A narrow, 
unusually shaped tank makes it look 
long and lean (Kawasaki calls it their 
“Slimline” model), although with a 
wheelbase of 54.9 inches, it is certainly 
not excessively so. 


Its attractively bright, red paintwork 
looked cheerful, in stark contrast to 
the somber colors of the other 


B characteristics mm stew RIACDINES a mse wesy een eine vi 





Riding position suited me well, 
although the “sit-up-and-beg” posture 
is perhaps a little too upright for a 
sports rider. On the other hand, 
handlebar width and sensible 
positioning of the foot controls made 
for easy low speed maneuvering. 

The step-style seat places the rider 
within easy reach of the ground and, 
for the first time in ages, I could get 
my feet flat down on either side, a 
pleasant change. 

Suspension felt good, overall 
perhaps a little harder than I 
remember the Z650 to be. Frame is 
certainly as good and I’m pretty sure 
its going to handle even better. It 
hugged the bends beautifully and 
barely twitched even over the most 
appalling road surfaces with pot holes 
and loose gravel. 

I had the dubious pleasure of being 
able to take it for a spin in the wet 
and, yes, I was impressed. In muddy, 


virtually "off-road .condirions; x itx felt 


safe. The brakes (dual disc at the 
front, single disc at the rear) actually 
seemed to work. And 1 couldn't get a 
single squeal out of them! 

The engine looks fairly convention- 
al, but the power produced is quite 
surprising. It is a high revving 
machine, yet it is quiet and relatively 
vibration free. 

Kawasaki describes it as a middle- 
weight sportster. It’s fun to ride, the 
throttle is light, and the engine is 
responsive. It has six gears; one too 
many I would suggest, even for a 
sports machine, but it makes up for it 
by being beautifully smooth and 
positive. 

It didn’t feel quite so good with a 
passenger, but the fact that he was a 
head taller than me may have had 
something to do with it! I’m also 
dubious about the size and shape of 
the tank; I suspect it will mean 
frequent visits to the gas station and it 
may be difficult to secure a tank bag. 

However, all in all this promises to 
be a pretty competitive machine, if 
first impressions are anything to go by. 

I don’t wholly agree with a dealer's 
remarks to me at the press launch that 
it will only sell if the price is right. I 
feel it has a lot that is going to appeal 
to the many riders who are now 


demanding better handling | and’ 


brakes, rather than simply more 
engine size and performance. It will 
certainly appeal to fans of the Z650, 
for if I’m not very much mistaken, this 
new model does indeed promise to be 
even better than its slightly bigger

When Yamaha first unveiled their three 
cylinder, four-stroke XS750 in late 1976, it 
was clearly modeled after the BMW. With a 
shaft drive, refined suspension, and an engine 


tuned for torque and gas 
mileage, it was a motorcycle 
aimed at the sophisticated 
touring rider. When Honda and 
Suzuki looked at the 750 market, how- 
ever, they decided that what people 
really wanted were 12 second quarter 
mile times. The result of these two ap- 
proaches was that in1977 Yamaha had 
a very, nice motorcycle that was about 


a second slower at the drags than their 
competition. For 1978, the XS750 was 
considerably revamped to match the 
GS750 and CB750F2 quarter mile 
times (losing none of its BMW niceties 
in the process), but in the public's eye, 
its character was set - touring bike, not 
sporting bike. 


While Yamaha didn’t seem to mind 
this image, some people associated 





with the brand did, and were begin- 
ning to resent the necessity of defen- 
ding the XS750's sporting qualities to 
the uninformed. So when someone 
came along willing to race an XS750E 
in WERA production road races, 
there was considerable sympathy for 
the effort, enough, in fact, to translate 
into real support. 

In March, 1978, Hasty Horn, 
Yamaha Motor Corporation’s South- 
eastern. Regional Service Manager, 
and I sat down to discuss the possibility 
of road racing the XS750E. I had 
become bored with racing a TZ250 in 
AMA and WERA club races and wan- 
ted a new challenge. Hasty was in- 
trigued with the mechanical problems 
of racing and liked the idea of recti- 
fying the XS750’s image. So a deal was 
struck in which Hasty would arrange 
for the joint purchase of a new 
XS750E. He would tune, I would ride, 
and Cycle Nuts and Bolts of Atlanta 
would provide partial sponsorship for 
needed aftermarket items. The goal 
was to produce an XS750 capable of 
winning WERA production road races 
- without cheating. 

The rules for the production classes 
of WERA are intended to allow a rider 
to bring his stock motorcycle to the 
track and race competitively against 
any other motorcycle of similar dis- 
placement. Very few modifications are 
allowed and virtually none to the 
engine. However, once a rule is writ- 
ten, it is then subject to interpretation, 
and Hasty and I bacame very imagina- 
tive interpreters. The XS750 which 
took six firsts and four seconds in 750 
and Open Production was a lot dif- 
ferent, a lot better handling, and a 
good bit faster than a stock bike. But it 
was absolutely legal. 

A road racing motorcycle must have 
two fundamental qualities - horse- 
power and ground clearance. The first 
enables you to go fast on the straights 
and the second allows you to go fast in 
the turns. Further refinements may 
reduce lap times slightly, but they 


mainly make.going fast more comfor: . 














table. We knew that the Yamaha 
would be 2 little down on power - its 
quarter mile terminal speed was about 
3 mph less than the Suzuki and Honda 
750’s. We hoped that the narrow three 
cylinder engine would give us an ad- 
vantage in ground clearance. 


The only place to find out was the 
race track, so off we went to Nashville, 
Tennessee, on April first for the 
WERA opener. The bike was as 
delivered except for the removal of the 
sidestand, center stand and turn 
signals, relocated foot pegs, flatter 
bars, and the replacement of shocks 
and tires with a pair of 134" S&W 
with 150 lb. springs and a set of 
Michelin PZ-2 tires. The results were 
encouraging but. not overwhelming. 
The bike won Open Production again- 
st moderate opposition, but seemed a 
little down on power. Ground clearan- 
ce was a problem, with the soft front 
springs causing the bike to drag the 
exhaust pipes, mufflers, and the side- 
stand bracket. Back to the shop. 


Now the real work began. To im- 
prove ground clearance, the stock 
front springs were replaced with XS11 
touring package springs for a 15% in- 
crease in spring rate, and the fork 
tubes were extended 1⁄4" in their 
clamps. In addition, the sidestand 
bracket was cut off, and the exhaust 
pipes pulled in agains the frame tubes 
with hose clamps. 


Improvements in power were harder 
to come by. The stock bike had pro- 
duced a little over 45hp on our Patraco 
dynamometer. Since mass produced 
engines typically have less than perfect 
valve sealing, Hasty felt that the first 
step in tuning should be a good valve 
job. This plus some experimenting 
with ignition timing and spark plugs 
and the removal of the crankcase 
breather from the airbox (legal since it 
represented a potential oil leak) 
resulted in a 3 hp gain at the power 
peak of 7500 rpm, of a 7% im- 
provement. More important, the bike 
was 14% above stock at 8500 rpm, 
which meant a substantial increase in 
fifth gear acceleration. Surprisingly, 
maximum, power was obtained with 
the stock ignition timing, set at 8000 
rpm, and the stock air cleaner. With 
the engine apart, we also installed the 
higher capacity oil pump from the 
XS750 Special and the tighter Mod 3 
primary chain. 

Feeling that the bike was now pretty 
much dialed in, we went down to 
Savannah, Georgia, on April 29 and 
quickly discovered that it wasn't. 
Despite a first and two seconds, the 
bike exhibited a terrible rear end pogo 
under acceleration, and by the end of 
the weekend had lost power. Ground 
clearance was great, but going fast was 
definitely not comfortable. Savannah's 
long straight had also revealed a 
problem that was to plague us for the 
entire season. The bike's low overall 
gearing limited top speed and resulted 
in the engine turning 9000 rpm - 1500 
past its power peak. 


Back at the shop, the dyno confir- 
med the power loss. Max power had 
dropped back to 46 and the 8500 
figure had dropped by a full 10 hp. A 
compression check indicated that the 
problem was ring sealing. So for the 
second time in a month, the top end 
came off. There was no apparant ring 
damage, but a check of the cylinder 
bores revealed that the cylinders had 
warped. Evidently, the extreme 
heating and cooling cycles produced 
by racing had caused the non- 
symmetrically finned cylinders to 
reshape themselves, much as cast iron 
V8 engine blocks will do. 


The cylinders were carefully 
rebored and the engine reassembled. 
A dyno run indicated that we had 
recovered the. lost. power’ .and- more.- 








The bore job plus a jusicious increase 
in main jet size from 125 to 140 bum- 
ped peak power up above 50 hp, a full 
11% above stock. 


The handling problem was felt to be 
the result of inadequate rear damping, 
so the S&W's were replaced with a set 
of Boges with their hardest damping 
rod. The solution to the gearing pro- 
blem was available but required split- 
ting the engine cases to install the 
taller 1977 gearing. Since the bike was 
winning anyway, we decided to forego 
that chore. 

The next race was Charlotte (North 
Carolina) Motor Speedway on July 1 
for a 500 km enduro plus sprints. And 
though we won the endurance and 750 
Production races, the handling had 
now deteriorated to the point that 
racing was losing its attraction. I kept 
noticing spectators running for cover 
as I came hopping through the infield. 
The power and ground clearance 
problems were solved, but the niceties 
were beginning to seem very impor- 
tant. Back to the shop. 

The bike’s behavior at Charlotte 
made us feel that the problem was a 
front suspension that was over sprung 
and under damped. To correct this we 
switched from the XS11 touring 
springs to standard XS11 springs and 
changed the fork oil from 20 wt. to 30. 
Another race at Charlotte showed some 
improvement, but not enough. The 
bike required very smooth modulation 
of throttle and brakes to avoid pogo- 
ing, nor would it countenance a sud- 
den change in line in the middle of a 
turn. By now the season was near an 
end and the bike still would not han- 
dle. As a last resort we decided to try a 
set of 13” Kayaba gas shocks with 115/ 
185 springs which had worked on 
another XS750 racing effort. 

Finally at Atlanta International 
Raceway, seven months after the 
project began, the bike handled. With 
an honest top speed of 120 mph, good 
handling, good brakes, and great 
ground clearance, the bike took firsts 
in 750 and Open Production, and had 
a lot of 750 Production racers mut- 
tering about protests. The underdog 
had become overdog. 

The final race of the year was to be 
the WERA Grand National at Texas 
World Speedway. This was à race we 
very much wanted to win, so we bit the 
bullet, split the cases, and changed the 
overall gearing to that of the higher, 
2D model. While we were at it, we 
freshened up the valves and were 
rewarded with a dyno run producing 
the highest torque figure we had seen 
all year. Feeling like the bike was 
developed as far as we Could take it, we 
set out for Texas, hoping to finish the 
year as the top 750 in the country. 


In Texas the bike ran, handled, and 
stopped as well as could ever be ex- 
pected from a production legal motor- 
cycle, pulling an honest 126 mph with 
the new gearing. Unfortunately, the 
rider wasn’t as good as the bike and we 
ended up about ten feet short, the dif- 
ference between first and third in the 
750 Production race. 


So that was it. After 22 dynamome- 
ter runs, three major engine tear- 
downs, three sets of shocks, three sets 
of fork springs, seven valves, three 
pistons, one universal joint, eight 
Michelin PZ-2’s, 28 quarts of oil, 3600 
travel miles, and uncountable hours of 
labor, this is what we had: 6 firsts, 4 
seconds, 2 thirds, 1 fourth, no 
DNF’s, no crashes, and the feeling that 
everyone who saw it race would agree 
that the Yamaha XS750E was as good 
a road racer as any motorcycle in its 
class. And though a lot of folks won't 
seem to believe us, ours is still a nice 
touring bike; stock as a stove. s

AMA Executive Director Lin Kuchler: 


A personal challenge

To many long time American Motorcyclist Association members, the name Lin 
Kuchler is a familiar one. His eight-year tenure with the organization (1958-1966) 
as executive secretary — a forerunner of today's executive director — wasa popular 
one. 

In 1966 Kuchler left the AMA to assume a post with the stock car racing 
organization, NASCAR. However, he never really severed his ties with either the 
world of motorcycling of his friends within the industry or sport. 

His return as executive director has been hailed by many as just the thing that the 
organization needs. A majority of those asked about his return opined that he 
would bring a stabilizing influence to the AMA and that his management back- 
ground and past experience with the AMA, although 12 years ago, would give him 
a solid foundation from which to function. 

It was almost two months to the day from the date when Kuchler assumed leader- 
ship of the AMA that this tnterview took place. Although professing that he had 
only had a short time in which to become acquainted with the inner workings of 
today’s AMA, Kuchler was the portrait of a man at ease with his work and one who 
knows what he expects from himself and the organization. 


CN: Why, after 12 years with 


CN: Welcome back. 


LK: It's good to be back. I've kept 
close touch with my friends and have 
kept up with what was happening in 
the AMA over the 12 years that I was 
with NASCAR. I was fortunate in that 
my job with NASCAR took me all over 
the country, and it was easy to keep in 
touch with many of the people that I 
made acquaintance with when I was 
with the AMA originally. 


NASCAR, did you decide to return 
to the AMA? 


LK: I had watched the progress and 
problems that the AMA has had over a 
number of years. It became a kind of 
mental challenge that if the oppor- 
tunity arose and the situation was 
right, I would consider returning. The 
other thing is that after the number of 
years I had been with NASCAR, I was 


.Teally in a position to make a change 


without creating a hardship on my 
family or anyone else. I saw returning 
to the AMA as more of a personal 
challenge than anything else. 


CN: What do you feel you can do for 
the AMA that someone else with a 
management background couldn’t 
do? 


LK: Possibly the thing that made the 
AMA a challenge was the fact that I've 
been in the motorcycle business for 
almost 40 years, in almost every 
aspect. I don't feel that things haven't 
been done properly here, but I do feel 
that I have a background - perhaps a 
greater background - in motorcycling, 
not only in the industry, but in the 
sport - than a lot of other people who 
have come to the AMA. 

I feel I know what has happened in 
the past, and while the success of the 
association is not necessarily built on 
history, 1 think the knowledge of how 
and why certain things happened is 
important in making decisions per- 
taining to today's business. 

CN: What programs are you looking 
at? 


LK: I think the most important 
program - and this is both short-term 


and long-term - is to, increase, the ,, 
ne tl, 


membership. We have some member- 
ship programs in discussion. We have 
contacted several manufacturers to in- 
terest them in becoming sponsors of a 
membership drive program. The pur- 
pose of such a program with some type 
of sponsorship is to creat immediate 
attention and put out the facts of why 
it is important to increase the mem- 
bership. I think that if you talk in ter- 
ms of the total numbers of registered 
motorcycles, our membership is in- 
adequate to do the job and give all of 
motorcycling the representation it 
need on various problems that are 
more critical now than they were years 
ago. 

This is something that will require 
sheer numbers to make ourselves 
heard. We've got to pass the message 
along that everyone who rides a motor- 
cycle has a definite interest in this. In 
my opinion, they have an obligation to 
belong and support the efforts that we 
are putting forth so that all of us can 
continue to enjoy motorcycling, not 
only from the standpoint of a sport, 
but as transportation and leisure-time 
recreation. 

I believe that we are very. much in 
need of`a motorcycle rider training 


iprogram.. I ,helieye that, such, a, pro- a 














gram; which the AMA could be in- 
strumental in, would make even those 
people who never intended to buy a 
motorcycle better drivers in that they 
would be aware of the two-wheeled 
traffic on the highway. The problem is 
not that the average motorist doesn't 
like motorcycles; the problem is that 
they are not aware of them and the 
difference in the two. If everyone had 
some knowledge of what it takes to 
ride a motorcycle, it would be safer for 
everyone.

GN: Hasn’t the membership of the 
AMA remained fairly stagnant at 
about 100,000 in the 12 years since 
you left. That would seem to say that 
there is a core of supporters, and that 
regardless of what is done, the num- 
ber will remain nearly the same. 


LK: I would have to say that it ap- 
pears that way. The problem lies in 
that the renewal rate of first-year 
members is at about 50%. That is an 
area into which we need to look 
closely. Some of that figure are persons 
who joined only to compete in an 
event, and, now that they no longer 
compete, have not continued their 
membership. We need to make them 
realize that the AMA is a lot more 
than just a competition organization. 


CN: How about a contribution on a 
per-bike-sold basis from the manu- 
facturers to help to add revenue to 
the AMA? 


LK: The idea is a good one. However, 
it will not work because the manu- 
facturers do not want their rivals to 
know how many units they have sold, 
which would be an easy figure to arrive 
at simply by knowing how much one 
contributed. Also there are problems 
in that if you add on a sum, even if it is 
only one dollar, the consumer, though 
he is the one benefitting, is the person 
actually supporting the program. In 
that situation, you would probably be 
open to a lawsuit by requiring a man- 
datory contribution from people who 
didn't care to support the 
organization. 

CN: What cost-cutting measures are 
you looking at as regards the AMA 
staff and programs that the AMA 
administers? 


LK: First of all, I believe that we have 
a good staff as it now’stands. I feel that 
they are aware of the problems, and 
that by working closely with each other 
and‘our ‘budgets that we can ‘come up’ `- 





with some savings. This means that we 
have to look carefully at everything we 
do, and weigh the cost against the 
results. What we are doing, and this is 
done in any business where you have 
turnover in help, is that when we do 
have an individual leave, it is our re- 
sponsibility to determine how and if 
we are going to replace that individual. 
This again is a cost-cutting measure. 


CN: Is the $200,000 that has been 
mentioned as an operating deficit a 
correct figure? 

LT: Actually, when you are talking 
about an operating deficit, the figure 
sometimes does not present an 
accurate picture of the situation, since 
some of the funds may have been 
channeled into other areas. Yes, we do 
have to make up some funds. There 
isn't any doubt that the AMA, for 
about the past five years, hasn't had 
the working capitol and the working 
income that they should have for a 
business of this type. $200,000 is the 
figure generally known and discussed, 
and it is a difficult figure to explain. It 
is correct and it is still around. 


CN: It would appear tien that the 
AMA is operating from a catch-up 
position? 

LK: This is correct. However, it isn’t a 
catch-up program from last year or 
the past couple of years, but one that 
has been going on for some time, and 
it didn’t necessarily occur from one 
specific area or department of the 
AMA. The more you try to do in the 
way of services, the more expense you 
are going to have. With inflation and 
other things, we are in the same fix 
that many other businesses have found 
themselves. Here again, the only way 
we can overcome the problem is con- 
tinued expansion of the membership. 


CN: As a part of the deficit, there 
were rumors that funds were un- 


` accounted for in the professional 


racing department. Can you com- 
ment on this? 


LK: I am not aware of any missing 
funds. Quite frankly, what has hap- 
pened from what I have been able to 
observe is that we became involved in 
some programs which in total dollars 
looked like they would be good for the 


AMA, but in the final analysis, once. 


the point fund money and the com- 
missions to those setting up the deals 
had been paid, the AMA didn't go to 
the bank with any money. A $200,000

sponsorship might look good on paper, 
but when you're all finished, the 
money that would have gone to the 
AMA has to be used to carry out the 
commitments that were made to the 
sponsor. This type of problem is one 
that we will be looking at very closely 
on any sponsorship. 

We want to have major sponsors, 
but the big money deals of other 
aspects of professional sports have 
clouded our view. You can read every 
day about baseball or football players 
making astronomical sums of money. 
We seem to be trying to put ourselves 
in the same league as those people, 
and it’s very difficult. 

From my association with 
NASCAR, I personally know of the big 
money that many of the stock car 
drivers are making. It doesn't all come 
from the purses. They are making 
good money because they have good 
sponsors. Without sponsorship it is dif- 
ficult for any type of racing to expand. 
CN: Will you be taking an active 
role in the search for sponsors? 


LK: It is my intention to act as the 
administrator and become involved in 


the selection of sponsorship packages- 


and contingency programs we are in- 
volved in. My main concern in that 
respect is where is the AMA going to 
end up at the end of the year? What is 
the balance going to be? At the same 
time, we are going to be looking to see 
that whoever is involved is getting their 
fair share also. 

It is also our position to have the 
competitor realize that he has an 
obligation not only to the sponsor, but 
to the public to mention the par- 
ticular product or sponsor’s name as 
frequently as possible when they win or 
are involved in interviews or other 
media functions. That is what makes it 
worthwhile for a sponsor to want to 
continue, and for an association to go 
out and seek potential sponsors. 


CN: Are we looking at more involve- 
ment from Nikon, Mr. PiBB and 
Toyota, or are we going to have to 
look elsewhere? 

LK: I know that we are going to have 
to look for more sponsors. I know that 
Toyota is cutting back. With Nikon, 
we are trying to arrange at least 
another photo program and possible 
additional involvement. The proposal 


. Of Mr. PiBB is approximately one half 


of what it was last year in dollars. At 
this point it looks as though we may 
not become involved. If we did accept 
the program, there would be some 
commissions involved that were set up 
in the initial contract which would 
need to be paid, and that would 
probably reduce the amount left for 
the AMA to an amount that wouldn't 
make it worthwhile since they have 
reduced the money at both ends. (The 
AMA has since announced that Mr. 
PiBB will not be sponsoring the 1979 
National Championship MX Series... 
Editor.) 


We have talked to various other 
sponsors that I can’t name. However, 
one of the problems is that sponsor- 
ships have to be worked out at least a 
year in advance in order for them to 
get budgests approved and to set in 
motion the rest of the details that go 
with a program. What we may have to 
do if we can't get full sponsors for "79 is 
to go with some companies on trial 
sponsorship deals - one where the 
sponsor gets his feet wet and is perhaps 
impressed enough to come back with a 
full program for 1980. 


CN: It appears that in some of the 
sponsorship negotiations of last year 
that the people involved were more 
interested in their own gains rather 
than the AMA? 


LK: I can’t answer for the people who 
made the commitments. But I think

should have been given to the deals. 
You have to know what the sponsor 
wants in return for his dollar, and you 


. also have to know what you limitations 


are in getting him that return. A san- 
tioning. body may be able to go out 
and get a sponsorship, but they can’t 
make a total committment for all of 
the promoters involved in the 
program. It's a tightrope act. If every 
sponsor were like R.J. Reynolds of the 
Winston Pro Series, we would have few 
problems. : 


CN: What do you feel is the most im- 
portant challenge facing you at this 
time? 


LK: The most important item is to put 
the AMA on a stable financial basis. 
However, that all goes back to my goal 
and objective of increasing the mem- 
bership, which is the answer to all of 
our problems. There is a weakness, 
and this has been going on for a long 
time, in that our 127,000 members is a 
very small percentage of the millions 
of individuals who own motorcycles. 
Everyone who owns a motorcycle is 
benefitting from the AMA's work, par- 
ticularly in the governmental relations 
field, but only a few are contributing 
to the costs. 

I believe that our government 
relations department is the most im- 
portant function of the AMA in the 
present legislative atmosphere we are 
living in. Everything concerned with 
motorcycles is under, or coming un- 
der, some form of legislation - land 
closure, the EPA, product liability, 
noise. What we are trying to do is 
remain in a position where we can con- 
tinue our activities without undue laws 
governing every move. 


CN: You said the AMA is in the 
people business. Could you 
elaborate? 


LK: Our whole concept is based upon 
dealing with people in all segments of 
motorcycling, whether competition, 
enthusiast, dealer, or industry convec- 
ted. I think that the success of the 
AMA is based upon the ability to un- 
derstand and communicate with the 
people. Unless you are communicating 
with the people, all the graphs and 
charts and fancy surveys don’t count. I 
feel that we have to instill in members 
and prospective members, that 
whether or not they agree with you, 
that they should have confidence in 
what the AMA is doing: ae

parents of baby Guzzi

Stop the contest! We have a winner for Cutest 
Baby around. It’s a brand new Moto Guzzi 
V-50, and the best looking little 500cc twin 
you've ever seen. We managed to sneak off 


with the little duffer for a short 
romp and some pictures. 


Enough of this gushing. The 
parental bloodlines show very clearly 
in the V-50. The low, trim profile, the 
sleek red paint job with the flat black 
trim, and the cast wheels bespeak the 
850 LeMans. The touches of deep 
chrome, the upright sitting position, 
the more generous passenger seating 
and the shape of the tank suggest the 
850-T3 FB. No doubts about paren- 
tage here. 


Moto Guzzi is one of the more 
durable European marques, and has 
been producing a limited number of 
quality machines for well over fifty 
years. They are more common in this 
country than you might think. Many 
police departments use Guzzis, and 
there are a surprising number of small 


country. Guzzi dealers are enthusiasts, 
and love their motorcycling. You can 
pilot your Guzzi cross-continent and 
feel confident that if you break down, 
help is not too far off. 

With this in mind, you have to 
realize that as with Harleys, there is a 
Guzzi mentality and a Guzzi lifestyle. 
A bit more cosmopolitan perhaps, 


even more continental, suave and so- 


phisticated; yet with that same earthy 


sensuality only a little more cleverly 


masked. Considering also that Moto 
Guzzi has had a penchant for 
producing large displacement touring 
machinery, it isn’t surprising that they 
are known as the Italian Harley. 

Now we have a machine that really 
doesn’t fit the mold. Still the same 
shaft drive and ninety degree V-twin 
configuration, but only 500cc 
displacement. Its smallness is apparent 


it. Seat and bars are quite low and the 
bike is suprisingly narrow for a V-twin. 
The center of gravity has been kept 
well down and the machine has a light 
feel as you swing it from side to side. 
Claimed dry weight is a mere 335 
pounds, but wet it tips the scales at 
closer to 380. Still light for a 500. 

A stem to stern review of the V-50 
reveals some interesting and unusual 
features. You immediately notice the 
dual disk brakes up front. There is also 
a disk in the rear, which is semi- 
enclosed by a wide flange. The rear 
and left front disks both work off the 
brake pedal in a ratio that transmits 
about 60 percent of the pressure to the 
rear. There is an integral anti-lock 
device. There is also a common master 
cylinder for all three brakes, hidden 
neatly under the tank. 

The double cradle frame is the same 
basic unit found on the larger T3 and 
is made just as sturdily to reduce flex. 
The tubes split just under the exhaust 
outlets and are fastened together by 
bolts. As a result, after unhooking 
things like pipes, carbs, shaft and shift 
cable, you can remove about eight 
bolts and drop the engine unit right 
out of the frame. Once it's out, the 
cases split horizontally, plus the front 
and back ends come off. The rest of

the bike seems as straightforward in 
design, and should be no great 
problem to work on. 

You won't have any starting 
problem with the V-50. The electrical 
system is virtually identical with that 
on the larger T3. The battery, starter 
and alternator are all the same as on 
the bigger bike. There is a Bosch CD] 
ignition as well. 

There are lots of nice little touches 
that impressed us, like the front and 
rear drain plugs on the oil sump. Then 
there is the apparent quality of the 
paint and chrome. The pipes look to 
be deeply chromed and have a seam 
only on the bottom. The seat is hinged 
at the back and folds back andstays 
there. Underneath you find a superb 
kit of very rugged tools and a handy 
little. storage compartment that con- 
tains a very literate manual which 
describes even detailed maintenance 
procedures. 
The headlight, taillight and direc- 
tionals are all sufficiently large and 
nicely styled. Each ‘directional light 
also has a good-sized reflector on the 
side. There is a parking-light setting on 
the ignition switch, which, by the way, 
is styled like a little knob. Pull on the 
knob and you find a key attached. 
This might foil a thief for 3 or 4 secon- 
ds. Even though the knob folds 
sideways, it still makes a lump in your 
pocket. We suggest yanking off the 
knob and drilling a little hole in the 
key for your keychain. 

Instrumentation is bright and 
legible. There are also idiot lights for 
high and low beam, oil pressure, etc., 
but they are small and should be 
shielded better from the sun so they 
can be seen. 

The bike is equipped with a rugged 
centerstand, which will lift it easily, 
providing you don’t place your foot on 
the little ear that’s just there to help 
you locate the thing. It is a rugged 
looking stand, but the spring won't 
return it all the way, so you have to 
remember to use your foot or else it 
will drag. 

The sidestand won't stay down at all 
unless you hold it with your foot while 
you let the bike down onto it. It is 
located too far forward and is awk- 
ward to use. 

Another questionable piece of 
mechanical apparatus is the shift 
linkage. This is a Rube Goldberg sort 
of affair designed to transmit pressure 
from your toe to somewhere up in back 
of the transmission housing where it 
hooks on. If you stretched it all out it 
would measuré about eighteen inches, 
and the energy lost to mechanical ac- 
tion probably is a factor in the need 
for a very positive shift. If you're not 
firm, you grind gears and find false 
neutrals. Once you get used to it, the 
problem goes away. . 

There are several miscellaneous 
items worth noting. Footpegs are of 
the folding variety and are comfor- 
table. Front and rear fenders are steel 
and appear well supported. There is a 
steering lock on the frame behind the 
headlight. The horn is located out in 
the open in front of the engine and is 
plenty loud. Rear shocks have. ad- 
justable preload. Only electric starting 
is supplied, but a kickstarter is avail- 
able as an option. Each 24mm 
Dell'Orto carb is fed by its own pet- 
cock with a reserve setting. You 
shouldn’t have to use reserve too often 
if the 60mpg mileage proves out, 
which it seemed to in our test. 

We had the opportunity to take the 
V-50 into the North. Georgia. moun- 
tains for a day. We also had three 
other Guzzis in the group; a LeMans 
and two T3’s. 

We found that the little twin starts 
easily, provided that you choke it if it’s 
not at least lukewarm. Starting off, 
you immediately notice the need for 
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that the dry, single plate clutch 
engages quickly and a bit too 
positively. We got the front wheel off 
the ground going into second gear a 
few times. Fortunately, the lever works 
easily and smoothly, and you quickly 
learn to finesse it a little. Guzzis tend 
to require a very long break-in period, 
and the older bikes in the group had 
noticeably smoother transmissions 

Neutral was hard to find at times on 
the V-50, even though the clutch*was 
adjusted to the proper tension. That 
should disappear with use also. 

On the way to the mountains we had 
the opportunity to play around a little 
and get the feel of the bike. We found 
the gearing to be broadly spaced, with 


fifth having the feeling of an over:: 


drive. Top gear is really only useful in 
cruising at 70 mph and above. In this 
respect the bike reminded us of the 
CX500 Honda, although the Honda 
- seems to have a good deal more motor 
and makes power through a much 
broader rpm range. 

We felt that the red line ie be a 
bit conservative at eight grand. It star- 
ts making good power at about 6000 
rpm, and if the bike had more miles 
on it we would have kept going all the 
way up to ten grand. As it was, we just 
had to be more precise with our shif- 
ting than on our personal CX500. The 
bike doesn’t seem to mind pulling 
from 4000 rpm- but the rider might 
take offense at the additional noise 
and vibration. 

After a couple of hours on the V-50 
your fanny starts to complain. The 
seat has a sort of air-cushion effect 
that is too soft and settles right down 
to an overly firm base. It gets better if 
you sit back a little more than nor- 
mal . With a change of seat this might 
be an acceptable light tourer, because 
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the: riding position is otherwise com- 
fortable, with the pegs and bars well 
positioned. 

The seat is plenty long, with a mild 
rise in the back, and a passenger 
shouldn't feel cramped at all. 

If you keep the engine above five 
grand, you don’t notice any vibration. 
Not even in the bars and pegs. This 
contributes to making the mirror one 
of the clearest we've seen. 

As the day wore on, our throttle 
hand began to wear out. The spring 
tension was just too great for comfort. 

We liked the position of the various 
controls well enough, except for the 
starter button, which was too far un- 
der the bar and hard to use. 
Everything is kept small and tight to 
the bars, giving this area of the bike a 
very clean look. We found the in- 
struments were easy to read, except for 
the idiot lights. 

Getting up into the foothills, we 
picked up our pace to between 70 and 
80 mph as the road got narrower and 
the curves got tighter. Everyone began 
feeling their oats, including the bikes, 
as we got a taste of what we'd come 
for. 

Finally we stopped in a parking lot 
at the base of a mountain. The next 
five or six miles were nothing but swit- 
chback turns with a few tiny straights 
thrown in for variety. Our plan was to 
switch bikes around and playrace over 
the mountain ‘til everyone had an op- 
portunity to ride the V-50. 

What we had found was Moto Guzzi 
heaven. This is the environment the V- 
50 was obviously intended for. We 
really appreciated its lightness and 
narrowness as we hammered it 
through the zig-zags. It's also very 
clean underneath, and the couple of 
times that we managed to drag the 





pegs we were fast approaching our 
threshold of fear and the limits of our 
reflexes . 

We found that if we were precise 
about our shifting, we could hold with 
the bigger bikes through the turns, and 
lost only minor distance in the 
straights. In this type of riding you 
don’t notice any lack of power. 


The suspension, which we had felt , 


to be a bit firm up to this point, really 


‘outdid itself in the corners. It soaked 


up everything we threw at it and 
helped considerably toward the overall 
feeling of stability the V-50 has in high 
speed turns. There are no hinges in the 
middle of this one. We’ll wager that 
you're not brave enough to induce a 
shake or a wobble. 

The Michelin tires stuck like glue 
the whole time. The only thing that 
would break the rear end loose was an 
ill timed shift. 

Perhaps one of the nicest features of 
a Moto Guzzi is the dual braking 
system. Being able to work both front 
and rear brakes with the pedal alone 
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frees your mind to concentrate on shif- 
ting and throttle control going into a 
corner. This is especially important in 
controlling rear wheel hop on a shaft 
drive bike. The hand brake is really 
omly necessary in emergency stops. 

After coming into this test as skep- 
tics (after all, we already thought we 
had the finest available example of a 
V-twin shaft drive) we came out of it 
with a deep appreciation of the 
qualities of the V-50. Modern styling 
and solid engineering have been com- 
bined into a very neat, functional 
package. 

A V-50 can be had for around 
$2,450 cash. Whether or not it is worth 
over $600 more than you would pay 
in a cash deal for a CX500 depends a 
lot on your priorities. If you plan to do 
a lot of distance riding, or often go 
two-up, then it probably wouldn't be 
worth it to you. On the other hand, if 
you just live for those moments when 
you're dragging your knee through 
-those switchbacks, go for a ride on the 
V-50 and sell yourself. °
